Have Outlived Usefulness. 

In discussing the decision reached, 
President Barrett said: 

“The cotton exchanges, the corn ex- 
change and the wheat pit have out- 
lived their usefulness. They. have been 
afforded every opportunity to referm 
their plan of doing business and have 
not done so. They cannot do so and 
live. The profits which sustain the 
exchanges are iNegal profits, made by 
unfair manipulation of the products of 
the farm. The farmers of the south 
and west who raise cotton and grain 
for the world have determined they 
will no longer tolerate this interfer- 
ence which always results to their dis- 
advantage.”

This is the most serious and ex- 
tensive crusade ever undertaken by 
the Farmers’ Union since its organiza- 
tion. It has been moving quietly in 
in this direction for the past two or 
three years. 

Exchanges Not Necessary. 

“Not over 15 per cent of the trans- 
actions on these exchanges are le- 
gitimate,”’ said President Barrett. 
“The legitimate business done could 
not possibly support the exchanges 
and maintain their members. This 
being true, we are resolved to move 
on congress to exterminate the ex- 
changes which gamble in agricultural 
products. There has never been a 
hay exchange in the United States, 
so far as I know, and yet hay is a 
great farm product. There is no wool 
exchange, and yet the wool clip of 
the country is one of constantly vary- 
ing size, amd occupies a place in in- 
dustry more nearly similar to cotton 
than any other farm product. Yet 
these articles have been raised and 
marketed at a profit free from the 
blighting touch of the exchange gam- 
bler.”’ 

President Taft will next week be 
visited by a delegation of the national 
officers of the Farmers’ Union. At- 
torney General Wickersham will also 
be seen and asked about the progress 
of the legal investigation being made 
into the cotton exchanges by order of 
the president. Postmaster General 
Hitchcock will also be seen, and the 
support of these high officials of the 
government will be sought in the fight 
in which the Farmers’ Union is en- 
listed.

He Was Formerly United 
States Ambassador to Italy.' 
Served During the Civil War, 
Being Twice Wounded--Made 
Brigadier General by Brevet. 


Washington, January. 28.—General 
William F. Draper, former American | 
ambassador to Italy, died at his home | 
here tonight after a prolonged iliness, | 
aged 68 years. 

Brigadier Géneral Draper 
in Lowell, Mass., April 9, 1842. He 
sorved in the union army from 1861 
tu 1864, holding commissions from sec- 
ond lieutenant to lieutenant colonel, 
commaniing, and also colonel and brig- 
adier general by brevet. He was 
twice wounded. 

In 1888 he was a presidentia! elector 
and he served as a republican member, 
in the fifty-third and fifty-fourth con- 
gress, declining a third term. In 189% 
he was appointed ambassador to Italy, | 
hce!ding that post until’ 1900. 

He served as commander of the! 
Loyal Legion, of Massathusetts; was 
a member of the Army and Navy Club, 
of Washington; thé Algonquin Club, 
of Boston; the Cacia Club, of Rome, 
and others. Much of his life he lived 
in Massachusetts, of late years divid- 
ing hig time between Washington and

This briefly stated and pointed view is typical of opinion among those 
who have given the subject consideration. 

The most important phase of the proposal is that which pertains to 
health. To thousands the change would mean cessation of work at dark, 
instead of an hour or more after darkness has fallen, in the winter montks, 
and an added hour of daylight for recreation in the summer, when the 
sustaining power of recreation is so much needed. 

Working by the clock, the change once made, there would be absolutely 
no disarrangement of rising, working, recreation or retiring hours; in fact, 
the only noticeable change would*sbe in the somewhat increased degree of 
daylight upon the cessation of business activity. 

* If present working hours are 9 a. m. to 5 p. m., they would remain so 
with the change in the clock; but at 5 o’clock it would not be quite so 
dark as it is at the same hour under the present plan. 

Daylight work is the natural work, and from the standpoint of the in- 
dividual every possible consideration seems to commend the change. 

With so much of apparent value in it in the aggregate, the proposed 
change to BHastern time should commend itself to‘the careful thought and 
consideration of Atlantans.

REVIEW OF MARKET 


New York, January 28.—It has been 
@ narrower and at the same time an 
irregular cotton market. The liquida- 
tion, of Liverpool. straddles by pur- 
chases here and some buying by large 
spot interests has caused a somewhat 
stronger tone, on the whole, as regards 
the near deliveries like March and 
May. They have also been sustained, 
more or less, by covering of shorts 
and some buying by at least a tempor- 
ary rally by various commission 
houses. 
purchasing of, spot cotton 
shipment to the south. Futures had 
fallen to a point far below “spots.” 
Also, the receipts at the ports and in- 
terior towns have been light. In some 
of the Atlantic states a better demand 
for the actual cotton is reported, and 
there would have been more business 
but for the firmness of holders. Liver- 
pool’s daily spot sales have been as 
high as 12,000 bales. Manchester's 
trade is said to be better. Spinners 
have again been buying futures here 
to some extent. Bulls maintain that 
after the recent drastic liquidation the 
market is in much better shape, from 
a technical viewpoint, and with the 
yield, as they think, not over 10,250,000 
bales, and a prospective consumption 
of 13,250,000 bales, the intrinsic merits 
of cotton are as great as ever, and 
must in the end assert themselves. 

Everybody believes that an enormous 
acreage will be planted for the next 
crop, and unless the plant gets a seri- 
ous setback, that the next vield will 
exceed anything in the history of cot- 
ton culture. The spot markets at the 
south have, as a rule, been reported 
quiet. Spinners may buy futures, but 
they appear to stick to the policy of 
buying the actual cotton very sparing- 
lv. If large spot interests have bought 
the near months, thev have sold the 
distant ones. Liquidation by Wall

What Commercial _ Agencies 
Say About Business. 

New York, January 28—Bradstreet’s 
tomorrow will say that cross currents 
in demand render general characteri- 
zation difficult. Wholesale and job- 
bing trade in spring goods tends to 
expand, travelers on the road are 
sending in better orders and the 
‘outlook for the future in those lines is 
optimistic. Retail trade, following the 
activity engendered by January clear- 
ance sales, is quiet pending the fur- 
ther advance of the winter season. 
Filling in ,orders for retailers to job- 
being are moderate. The manufac- 
turing industry is very busily em- 
ployed, with large orders ahead. 
Milder weather has made it possible 
for transportation companies to catch 
up with the business, hitherto delay- 
ed by storms, and there is less anxiety 
as to coal supplies proving sufficient. 

There are some evidences that a 
spirit of conservation is being en- 
gendered by the breaks in securities 
and cotton, the talk of government 
prosecutions of alleged unlawful com- 
binations and the widespread revolt 
against high food prices. Evidences of 
this are found in the hesitation re- 
ported in some branches of the iron 
trade and reflection: of the last men- 
tioned development is had in a very 
general reduction of prices of live 
stock, meats, eggs, butter and kindred 
products. 

Collections show a tendency to im- 
prove, though they are not better than 
fair. 

Business failures in the United 
States for the week ending with Jan- 
uary 27 were 295, against 275 last 
week and 311 in the like week of 1909. 
Business failures in Canada number 
43, which compares with 40 for the 
last week and 42 for tne correspond- 
ing week last year.

NORMAL CONDITION 


Dealings Were Contracted and 
Fluctuations Narrow---Penn- 
sylvania Stock Weaker. 


New York, January 28.—The fever 
which has kept the stock market dis- 
turbed this week was reduced today. 
Dealings contracted and the fluctua- 
tions narrowed. These are the usual 
symptoms of the reestablishment of 
normal conditions, after a period of 
unsettlement, and were welcomed for 
that reason. The price movement was 
upwards, in continuation of the re- 
covery which had already set in late 
yesterday from the acute weakness of 
the early part of the day. The re- 
covery brought decrease of demand, 
followed by some reaction, but this is 
in accordance with the normal course 
of markets , which are subsiding from 
disturbance. Covering of over-extend- 
ed shorts furnishes the motive force 
in such recovery. The arrest of yes- 
terday’s decline disclosed the approx- 
imate average of prices at which de- 
mand develops sufficient to absorb thd 
offerings. The disappearance of this 
demand on small recoveries reveals 
its substantial character, as distin- 
guished from the ordinary speculative 
turn, and gives ,encouragement to 
hope of improvement in the invest- 
ment situation. The improvement owes 
much, no doubt, to the correction of 
unhealthy speculative conditions 
which has been secured by sharp liqui- 
dation since the first of the year, the 
weeding out of weak speculative ac- 
counts, the increased resources of the 
money market and the consequent 
preparation to comply with new capi- 
tal requirements on which the prog- 
ress of enterprise is dependent. The 
lack of strong resiliency in prices of 
stocks does not greatly impair the 
confidence feltinthis improvement and 
in the likelihood of effective invest- 
ment demand for securities at the 
prices which offer attractive return on 
capital. 

There was some renewed considera- 
tion today of the probable effect on 
the demand for capital of the financial 
losses involved in the French flood dis- 
asters. The destruction of capital is 
Similar kind, thoygh not in degree, 
to that by the San Francisco calamity, 
and international bankers admit the 
likelihood of some effect on the ex- 
changes in the process of repair of the 
damage. The large credit balance of 
the French nation with the world-at- 
large gives it the ability to call home 
credits at need. Its own home re- 
sources are so abundant, at the same 
time, that the process is expected to 
be gradual and without disturbing ef- 
fect. The increased abundance in the 
New York money market promises 
particular security from harmful ef- 
fects. A gold movement from New 
York to Paris in the course of the next 
few weeks is recognized, however. ag 
a likelihood. 

The hopeflil views expressed in pub- 
lic utterances of James J. Hill and 
William Rockefeller were an influ- 
ence toward the more cheerful feeling 
on the stock exchange. Account be- 
gan to be taken of the improbability 
that the supreme court would have its 
decision in the American Tobacco case 
ready for handing down on Monday, 
from which a three weeks’ adjourn- 
ment of the court is intended. The 
freedom in the interim from the week- 
ly suspense common when important 
cases are looked for gives a promise 
of relief for the stock market which 
the speculation was disposed take 
into account,
